Moore and A. P.. Sepulveda were ex 
amlned before United 8tatee Comntb- 
aioner Sawyer to-day ou charges of un 
lawfully obtaining niouey for carriage 
hire from the government while Deputy 
Collector» of luternal Revenue in Loa 
Angele». 
Moore waa lately euccaeded 
by Sepulveda, whom Collector Kllia ap­ 
pointed. 
A apecial agent on examining 
their Touebera found alx made out en­ 
tirely In the handwriting of tome clerk 
In the office, although bearing the names 
of different men as having receipted 
thereon, Theae six were tiled during 
Moore's incumbency. 
Sepulveda had 
charged nine dollar» lor carriage hire on 
day» when he bad ridden out iu the ve­ 
hicle of another utficial, for which he 
K 
id no tiling. 
Moore explained that he 
d hern absent when the clerk paid for 
carriage», au.l the eabbey elgned the 
names of the owner» to the receipt» him­ 
self. 
Sepulveda showed that he had 
engaged the carriages he «barged for and 
paid for them, although he uid not use 
them. 
The avidenoc established the 
payment of the money, and both were 
discharged. T h e obargea had previously 
been dismissed by Commissioner Ellis of 
Loa Angeles.

oberries, peaches, pear», 
plum», apri- 
cota, and nectarine» to the east week» 
before the supplies there are ripe.

Livermore lefers to the difficulties and 
expenses of grape culture among ea»tern 
raisers and tn e alarm and disgust of the 
latter at having to aell them at five 
oenta per pound. 
He sava that Califor­ 
nia growers can lay grapes 
of the 
choicest quality and much preferable to 
eastern grape», in the esatern m arkets 
at a pri *e th a t hardly sustains eastern 
grower» and y et make a good profit. He 
cm eludes by sayingt 
" IC**tern grower» 
of grape» for tlia m arket may well de­ 
spair in competition with those of Cali­ 
fornia now th at cheap freight» and good 
bonnets methods promise to op a a the 
markets of the eail to the latter.

The Neiv 
Rules In the 
House. 


PROCKKDlXUS OF THE SENATE. 


Till Between Edmunds and Beck 
ou the Presidential Succession 
IH1I—Rout in« Work.

SENATE. 
W akuinuTon,

HI.—The 
question of the Preealdontial aucession 
cau»•-1 a ioug 
discussion. 
The de­ 
bate waa participated in by Maxey, 
Edmunds, Beck, Morgau, Hoar, aud 
Teller. The principal feature was a 
lively tilt between Edmunds and Beck. 
The latter aaid be, for one, could 
not help the Repahltcans of the Senate 
to form a quorum to elect a pro tern. 
President when on the aai.io dav he 
could stand still and aee the House ftep 
reaentativea elect a Democrat a t Bpenk- 
Huch proceedings, 
Edmunds de­ 
clared, 
would 
have 
Leen 
“moral 
treason." 
Iu the oonne of subsequent 
discussion Morgan made a speech strong­ 
ly opposing the idea that the President 
of tn e Senate waa the proper person to 
be invested with Presidential functions 
iu cas* ni vacancy. 
“Suppose,'' said 
he, “ that the Senator from Illinois (Lo­ 
gan) who has been a distinguished sol­ 
dier, should be Preaident pro tempore of 
the Senate and ahould succeed to Preei- 
dential functions and war wifli any for­ 
eign pnwor ahould arise, and he saw fit 
to take command of the armies in the 
Held, couhl he keep his place as Presi­ 
dent />ro tempore of the Senate? Cer- 
taiuly not. 
The Senate would have to 
elect another President pro lem/tore, aud 
if it did he might take the command of 
the armies away from the Senator from 
Illinois." 
Kvarts arose to address the 
Senate bnt gave way to a motion of 
Hoar that the Senate go into executive 
session. 
W hen the doors reopened the 
Senate adjourned. 
Among the hills introduced and re­ 
ferred iu th e Senate waa one by Teller, 
to provide for the free and unlimited 
coinage of ailver dollars. 


HOVHR. 


On moiiou of Norwood, of Georgia, 
(be Senate bill waa passed removing 
the political disabilities of Alexander R. 
Iawtoti, of Georgia. 
Discussion of the proposed revision of 
the rules was resumed and Herbert, of 
Alabama, took the floor with an argu­ 
ment in favor of a general feature of re­ 
vision hut iu oppoaitiou to the plan of 
distributing the work of the Appropria 
tion Committee, T hat committee should 
remain in charge of money hill* but all 
power should he taken from it, to in­ 
corporate In general legislation. 
Hi*cock, a member of th e Committee 
on Rales, presented the reason* which 
had impelled him to agree to tne report. 
The ¡majority £of the gentlemen who 
opposed the distribution feature, did so 
ou the theory that the majority of the 
House could not be trusted with the 
chance to get at the public Treasury. 
They sought to disguise tho argument 
hy declaring the committee when or 
G 
nixed would attem pt to eggrandizt- 
power, aud in illustration the gentla- 
man from Pennsylvania (Randall) bad 
prepared a table showing the large in­ 
crease of appropriation carried hy the 
River aud Harbor Bill since that meas­ 
ure had been taken away from lha Ap­ 
propriation 
Committee. 
This 
waa 
hardly ingenious, for In point of fact the 
had practically never been under 
the jurisdiction of the Appropriation 
Committee, as it was always prepared by 
the Commerce Committee. 
He (His- 
cock) waa in favor of as tnany members 
of the House os possible sharing in its 
responsibilities, sharing ita lahor and its 
leadership. 
He waa opposed to build­ 
ing up a system of rules that would 
crown any man or set of men a* kings of 
this legislative body, 
lie went on to 
s'gne that if the appropriation bills were 
distributed they could all be reported 
within thirty (fays of the organization of 
the committees. 
Ili «cock spoke with much earnestness, 
and el the conclusion of his speech was 
applauded and congratulated by bis 
S 
arty colleagues. 
He was followed by 
loltnan, of Indians, with sn argument 
in opposition to the abolition of the 
cianea of the rule known as the "H ol- 
msn Amendment," which enable* legis­ 
lation to be engrafted upon appropria­ 
tion bills in the interest of economy. He 
maiataioed th at before this amendment 
waa adopted general kyislatlon whs 
placed in nearly every appropriation 
bill and generally in the direction of ex­ 
travagance. 
He quoted from the d elate 
on the point of order raised hy him in 
the Forty-Second Congress, when the 
P 
roposition wee made to increaae the 
resident's salary, to show that the 
point waa overruled though the rule 
then was identical with that recom­ 
mended hy the common rules to-day. 
Barrows of Michigan suggested th at if 
lha gentleman would read farther he 
would find that the House had sustained 
an appeal from th e decision of the chair. 
Holman adm itted that this was true, 
hut called attention to the fact th at when 
it was proposed to increase the great 
bodv of salaries the proposition was 
ruled in order and legislation framed 
which had been condemned by tho whole 
oountry. 
He went on to urge th at the 
Holman amendment instead of having 
been sn evil, aa had been conceded by 
ita enemies, had raved to people who 
paid taxes many million dollars.

warning tho Democratic

exohange 
a 
rule 
which 
pro­ 
hibited

W hile be adm itted that the 
river and harbor, the fortifications and 
the District of Colnmbia appropriation 
bills might appropriately be glváb to 
the oominittecs having jurilfeotion of 
these subjects, lie argued that other 
Lilia could not be distributed w ithout 
cansing great oonfnaion and disorder iu 
the 
method* 
of appropriation. 
Re­ 
ferring to a remark made by Hiacock 
that ho was opposed to any system of 
rules which would build up any man or 
set of men into kings, Holman comment­ 
ed on the fact th at when the gentleman 
from New York was chosen Chairman of 
the Committee on Appropriations, 
he 
had net attempted to distribute the ap 
a 
m ation bills, and inquired w hy he 
not done so. 
Hiscock waa not in the House, but 
Cannon, of Illinois, replied that It had 
been a Republican Congress, and the 
Republicans had not proposed to do any 
such foolish thing. 
Aftar speeches by Wellborn of Texas 
and Blount of Georgia, the House w ith­ 
out continuing the general debates ad­ 
journed until to-morrow.
